XII. * Ail Foreign Ships fhall be deem’d good Prize, 
«in cafe any Supercargo, Clerk, or other Officer, Native 
‘ of any Country now at War with his Majefty, fhall be 
* on board; or if the Crew fhall be compofed of above 
‘a Third of the Subjeéts of a Crown at War; or if the 
‘Ship has not a Mufter Roll on board, of their Crew, 
‘ fign’d by the publick Officers of the Port, of their 

Departure. 

XU. * There fhall not, however, be comprehended 
‘ under the laft Article, any Ships, the Captainsor Mafters 
‘ot which, fhall be able to prove, by Papers found on 
‘ board, that they took fuch Officers or Scamen in at 
‘any Pore in their Paffage, in order to replace fuch as 
* died in the Courfe of their Voyage. 

XIV. * The Ships belonging to the Subyedls of the 
* King of Denmark, and Ships belonging to the Subjects 
‘‘of the States of the United Provinces, may freely na- 
* vigate, during the Courfe of the prefent War, from 
‘ their own Ports, to the Ports of other Nutra! States, 
‘ or from a Neutral Port, to the Port of an Enemy, or 
* from the Port of one Enemy, to the Port ot another 
‘ Enemy, provided the Place be not biock’d up; and thar’ 
“in the two laft Cafes, their Ships have no -contraband 
‘ Goods on board; bur, however, all the foregoing Ar-

‘ticles, from the VIth to the XI Ith, included, fhall take 
‘Place with regard to them; and in cafe they fhall be 
‘found freighted, either in Whole, or in Part, with 
* contraband Goods, being bound from an Enemy’s Port 
* to any other Port, whether of an Enemy, or inthe Do- 
¢ minions of a Neutral Prince, the faid Merchandize hall 
* be declared good Prize,. but without Prejudice to the 
‘ Ship, or the Remainder of her Cargo; nor fhall they 
‘ be detain’d, even tho’ belonging to Enemies. 

XV. * The fame Rules fhall take Place, with Regard 
‘to Ships belonging to the Subjeéts of the King of 
‘ Sweden, or to the Inhabitants of any of the Hanfe 
‘ Towns; in which, however, all Merchandize, w:th- 
‘ out Diftinétion, belonging to the Enemy, hall be good 
* Prize, but without farther Prejudice to fuch Ships, or 
* their Cargoes. 

XVI. * All Ships Ourward-bound from any of the 
* Ports of the Kingdom, having nothing on board bur 
* what is agreeable to their Licenfrs, thail not be liable 
‘ to be ftopp’d, or carried to any Port by Privateers, on 
‘ any Pretence whatfoever. 

XVII. * In cafe of the Controvention of any of thefe 
‘ Orders, by any Privateer; it is his Majrfty’s Pleafure, 
‘that fuch Privateers fhall, for any fuch Offence, be ob- 
‘ liged to repair the Party injur'd, in Damages and Cofts. 

XVIII. * It is farther his Majefty’s Will, that the Title 
‘ of Prizes, and the Ordinance of the Marine of the 
‘ Month of Auguft, 1681, thall be executed fo far as is 
‘repugnant to this Regulation. His Majelty likewife 
‘ commands the Duke de Penthievre, Admiral of France, 
‘to look to the Execution, and to publith this Regu- 
‘ lation; fo that none may plead Ignorance thereof.’
